DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Author Robert Caro was seen last Tuesday morning 
traveling from Sag Harbor to East Hampton 
carrying a large bust of Lyndon Johnson on his 
lap.

HELIUM BALLOONS 

Our two dead-end stops are Coopers Beach and 
Main Beach. Both are spurs off their downtown 
stops, Southampton and East Hampton 
respectively, and both are only open in the 
summertime. A festive theme prevails. Beach 
Boys music is blared out over the platforms. 
Surfboards are mounted on the walls. Party 
balloons lurk under the ceilings, moved this way 


and that by the cool summer breezes. The beach 
umbrella and towel rental unit is open. 

Many supplies are ordered for these stations 
in February. And this past week, a delivery 
of 50,000 balloons to each station went awry 
when Amazon left the boxes containing them 
on the exterior decks adjacent to the beachside 
doors, where 40-mile-an-hour winds and 
-5° temperatures ripped open the boxes and tore 
away the contents out to sea. The weird thing is 
that these balloons were delivered flat. Inflation 
would occur in May, just before the stations open. 
And yet, they have been floating in from the sea 
everywhere, inflated, by the dozens every day. 
Round up any you find and prick them with a 
sharp implement to bang them back to flat. You 
can recognize our balloons because all are silver 
with the words COWABONGA on one side and 
YO DUDE on the other. Bring the remains to 
our Hamptons Subway office in Hampton Bays. 
We've set out several bins to receive them. No 
fully inflated balloons please. 


NEW YORK SUBWAY ATTACKS 

Hamptons Subway has been the victim of several 
cyber attacks from the New York Subway System 
as our relations with them deteriorate.

POLICE ISSUE POLAR VORTEX WARNING 
As the Hamptons experienced single-digit 
temperatures due to the polar vortex last week, 
the Hamptons Police issued an urgent reminder 
to residents not to play the banjo outside. 

“In years past, we've had very tragic incidents 
of banjo players getting caught in the polar 
vortex and freezing solid,” says Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. “We’re asking during 
this cold snap for everybody to keep the banjo 
playing indoors, or even to take a few days off.” 

The trouble apparently starts when a banjo 
player is playing in single-digit temperatures and 


his or her hand gets stuck to the metal frame of 
the instrument due to the extreme cold. “It’s like 
getting your tongue stuck to the swingset pole,” 
says Hirsch. As the banjo player concentrates on 
trying to peel his or her hand from the metal of 
the banjo, he or she fails to notice that the rest of 
his body is turning into an ice cube. 

The police say that this year no banjo players 
have turned up frozen yet. 


PROTESTS ERUPT OVER LEAF BLOWER BAN 
Loud angry protests erupted at a Wednesday 
night meeting of the Hamptons Planning Board, 
as landscapers reacted strongly against a new 
proposal to ban loud gas-powered leaf blowers 
during the summer months. The landscapers 
accused the Planning Board of trying to put 
them out of business, and shouted down board 
members who attempted to explain the reasons 
behind the policy. 

The Hamptons Police were called to preserve 
order, as the situation threatened to escalate 
into violence. 

“You complain about the noise,” shouted one 
landscaper, whowasevidently quite hardofhearing. 
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“But there’s literally no other way to remove the 
leaves and debris.” Another landscaper, his ears 
encumbered by large hearing aids, loudly denied 
that gas-powered leaf blowers are disruptive 
to quiet neighborhoods. “What could be more 
pleasant than the gentle thrum of the leaf blower 
at 7 a.m. on a Saturday morning?” he asked. “I’m 
standing right next to it, and it practically puts me 
to sleep!” 

A third landscaper, who communicated his 
thoughts through a sign language interpreter, 
had a more scientific argument. “The dried leaves 
are rich in nitrogen,” he pointed out. “It’s a very 
important nutrient for the health of garden beds. 
Therefore, it’s vitally important that all of the leaves 
be removed from garden beds so that they can be 
used as fertilizer on garden beds, and gas-powered 
leaf blowers are the most efficient way to do 
this.” Members of the Hamptons Planning Board 
appeared to be unmoved and the protest broke up 
without incident. A final decision regarding leaf 
blowers is expected soon. i

Mansion Is Here Today, Then with the Push of a Remote, Gone Tomorrow

arnaby Zack looks like anybody else you 

might meet at a party in the Hamptons. Late 
40s, tall, black hair, torn jeans. But make no 
mistake, Zack is something special. He has gotten 
approval from the Southampton Town Board to 
build Pop Up McMansions. 

Last week he took me on a drive in his Tesla 
from my home in East Hampton to Water Mill 
to show me the first of what he says will be 
hundreds of these homes. Along the way I asked 
him how he came upon this idea.

Trade Parade & Create Affordable Housing 


Projects in the Works to Stop the

ocal governments throughout the Hamptons 

have been busier than I have ever seen, 
trying to find ways to create affordable housing in 
this community. 

As you know, almost any little humble abode 
you could find for sale in the Hamptons will set 
you back no less than $500,000. Indeed, if you 
find one for sale, you will probably already be 
bidding against a New York summer person who 
could well afford that price. 

Thus, our children can’t afford this community, 
and the people who live and work here can’t 
afford the community. If they work here or 
want to be near here, they have to either have 
inherited a home from relatives or have to drive 
out on the Sunrise Highway from Brookhaven 
and other points west, where there are homes 
more affordable. Thus we have the “trade parade” 
every morning, where eastbound traffic crawls to 
a standstill for two hours, and late in the day this 
parade, the other way, does the same thing. 

But help is on the way. On March 4, the Long 
Island Rail Road (LIRR) is adding two trains for 
commuters. The first will begin in the west every 
morning at Speonk at 5:16 a.m., make 10 stops, 


and conclude in Amagansett around 7:15 a.m. - 
The second train from Hampton Bays leaves at 
8:26 a.m. and ends in Montauk about an hour 
later. These will be in addition to the regular 
morning train that begins in Manhattan and 
makes every stop out here. Getting off at a 
destination station in the Hamptons, those on 
board will be able to take “last mile” busses to 
destinations beyond walking distance from the 
station. This effort has been approved for one 
year as an experiment by the State of New York. 
Bus shuttle service from the train stations is being 
negotiated to be contracted out to Hampton 
Jitney and Hampton Hopper. Cost of a round 
trip? Around $8.50. It will help. 

And there is much else. 

East Hampton Town has just unanimously 
approved the purchase of four acres in North 
Wainscott for a new affordable housing project 
on land formerly owned by the Triune Baptist 
Church. It is expected that eventually a total of 
27 below-market homes will be built there. 

Meanwhile, a _ project approved in 
2018 by the East Hampton Housing Authority 
for affordable housing on land in Amagansett 
east of the Amagansett IGA will have a 
groundbreaking ceremony this _ spring. 
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This project will be 37 units. 

Southampton Town, meanwhile, is considering 
a proposal to provide farm labor housing on an 
eight-acre agricultural reserve on Butter Lane 
in Bridgehampton. There seems to be precedent 
for this. Some years ago, farm worker housing 
was approved for both Wolffer Estate Stables in 
Sagaponack and Two Trees Farm in Hayground. 
This current farmland, however, is adjacent to 
several McMansions. The property is owned by a 
New York hedge fund executive, whose name is 
hidden behind a limited liability company. The 
proposal reportedly requests two new buildings, 
one with two bedrooms, two bathrooms, a 
kitchen, a dining room and living room, and the 
other with one bedroom, a kitchen, dining rom 


‘and a living room, which makes one wonder 


if this isn’t just a guest house application in 
disguise, which would not be allowed. There are 
ways to prevent that. 

In any case, it did result in a woman who 
owns one of the nearby McMansions objecting 
to the proposed farm housing and saying that if 
it goes ahead as planned, with the farm housing 
70 feet from her swimming pool, “my kids 
don’t understand how they can do this. My 
girls say they will never use the pool again.” 
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Whatever that meant. This was quoted in the 
Southampton Press. 

Meanwhile, a New York Court of Appeals 
has refused to consider an appeal by the Long 
Island Pine Barrens Society that had challenged 
the building of farm-related structures—barns, 
greenhouses, sheds, stables, employee housing on 
preserved farmland. There had apparently been 
what looked like a loophole in the original law 
that would result in no such things being allowed, 
or at least those filing the lawsuit thought. Turns 
out there is no loophole. 

Then there is the Bridgehampton Child Care and 
Recreational Center on the Sag Harbor Turnpike. 
In the 1940s and 1950s, the local potato farmers 
brought busloads of African-Americans up from 
the South to help with the potato harvest and 
potato packing during every July, August and 
September, and to live in farm barracks buildings 
that had no heat, septic or running water. In one 
of these barracks in 1949, the women were called 
out to join the men doing the picking, leaving 
the children in the barracks by themselves for 
the day. A fire broke out and two children died. 
As a result, the farmers got together and said 
this should never happen again, and they bought 
and donated to a nonprofit a small six-acre farm 
on the turnpike to the community to use as a 
childcare center when the parents were working. 

The interesting part of this is that here in 
2019, exactly 70 years later, the Child Care 
Center—hoping to replace the broken-down 
1,800-square-foot farmhouse building with a 
new 7,000-square-foot structure—has just 
announced they have enough money donated 


by generous philanthropic people set aside to 
begin construction. They hope to have permits in 
order before this year is out. They give thanks to 
all who donated. The cost will be approximately 
$1.8 million. Here will be after-school lectures, 
classes for dance, college prep, computer skills, 


chess, music, acting, soccer, basketball, baseball. 


and, of course, childcare, all for those in need in 
this area. What a great thing! 

And there is still more! 

Southampton Town two weeks’ ago 
unanimously approved an interesting plan to 
allow homeowners to build accessory apartments 
on their properties throughout the town. There 
are restrictions. The property must be located in 
a low-density area (fewer than 500 people per 
square mile), as defined in the law, and rents 
charged can be no greater than federal housing 
standards for low-moderate and middle-income 
tenants. And the prospective tenants must prove 
low incomes to qualify for the apartments. 

As you may know, Donald Trump had about 
a dozen employees of one of his golf clubs 
summarily fired because they were immigrants 
here without proper papers. Well, now there is 
a groundswell in this community, led by a local 
chapter of the New Your Progressive Action 
Network, to repeal a state law that refuses to 
give undocumented people driver’s licenses. 
That law went into effect in 2005. Before that, 
illegal immigrants and others could apply and get 
driver’s licenses. Half a dozen progressive groups 
are trying to get Albany to go back to how it was. 
As you know, when our police give out tickets to 
drivers without licenses, these people can wind 
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up in the clutches of ICE, the federal immigration 
service, which, even with no criminal record, 
sometimes earmarks them for deportation. 

Finally, just this past week, our local state 
assemblyman Fred Thiele announced a new state 
bill that would in the end provide millions of 
dollars to our local towns for housing for low- 
income people. As you probably know, there is 
currently a law, administered by the county, that 
in every real estate transaction in the Hamptons 
above $250,000, the amount above that sum is 
subject to a 2% real estate transfer tax that is 
used to preserve open space. Thiele’s bill would 
be for all five East End towns. It would raise 
the $250,000 to $350,000 in Shelter Island, 
East Hampton and Southampton towns (and go 
from $150,000 to $250,000 in Riverhead and 
Southold) and increase the tax above that amount 
to 2.5%, with the extra 0.5% used to fund this 
new Town Community Housing Fund. 

It’s been a cold winter. People have begun 
to think about important things. And a lot is 
being done. 

I almost included in this report a land 
purchase by East Hampton Village. It’s going 
to be a teardown. The Village is buying a one- 
acre property with a home on it that sits on the 
edge of Hook Pond. The cost of the purchase is 
$4.8 million. The house is a small mansion of no 
great architectural importance and, when removed, 
will leave the land in its natural state. With the 
septic system gone, it will help the ecology of the 
pond, and will reduce by one the number of houses 
out here that need low income workers from the 
trade parade to take care of it. ga

E ast Hampton Town is considering banning or 
greatly restricting the use of helium balloons 
in that town. After all, such balloons, usually 
with a silver coating, can be found every day on 
our beautiful beaches, having washed up after a 
release from an occasion that is clearly written 
in bright colors on each balloon. Happy Birthday 
Joel! Congratulations on Your Marriage! Forty 
Great Years! Billy and Jolene! Welcome to Your 
Retirement! Hooray for Uncle Bob! 

You might be watching gulls hovering over a 
wave, looking for dinner, or you might stumble 
upon some gorgeous driftwood. And you're 
thinking—who are Billy and Jolene? And why 
wasn't I invited to that party? What’s far worse is 
what these balloons are doing to wildlife. Those 
that don’t get blown ashore can drift along in 
the ocean to eventually get eaten by wildlife that 
will die a horrible death by starvation with the 
balloon stuck in their throats. 

Nevertheless, in discussing this proposed 
legislation, the Town is considering exceptions. 
Nobody wants to give a ticket to a small girl who 
accidentally lets go of a helium balloon string 
and then screams and cries as it wanders up 
and off. The word “intentional” is being bandied 
about. If it’s unintentional, that’s okay, Jolene. 
And the ban will be only on helium or hydrogen 
balloons. Those that float up. Balloons with air in 
them that go sideways and not up are okay. And 
water balloons are not a problem, even if they 
explode when thrown. Suffolk County already has 
wrestled with this problem, but it’s been a waste 


of time. They passed an essentially useless law 
that excuses helium balloon releases at a party 
as long as it is less than 25 balloons on any given 
day. So you can release 24 balloons at a party 
on Monday, then release another 24 balloons 
Tuesday, then another 24 on Wednesday. This 
law is so awful, one thinks that maybe the 
helium balloon lobby had its way with the County 
Legislature when they were considering this law.

Here are some other things you should not 
do in our towns. There’s a new law just passed 
against smoking outdoors in public in East 
Hampton Village. There’s a law against harming 
a piping plover in Sagaponack. I believe Montauk 
has passed a law making it illegal for a restaurant 
to offer the use of a plastic straw. The State has 
a law that makes it a crime to import a mute 
white swan. White swans have been known to 
scare away other wildlife in town ponds. They’re 
tyrants.

Avea Attists “Takeover” Southampton Aus Center 


F ew can deny the pleasure of viewing beautiful or 
compelling art on museum walls and pedestals, 
but sophisticated collectors and curators can’t get the 
full scope of an artist without visiting their studio. The 
arrangement of paints, brushes and tools, works-in- 
progress and the objects and inspiration throughout a 
space disclose much about the artist at its center. 
With this in mind, Southampton Arts Center’s 
(SAC) first exhibition of 2019, Takeover! Artists 
in Residence welcomes nine East End artists to 
install pop-up studio spaces inside the museum 
where theyll work and show for six weeks through 
Sunday, March 24. The show marks SAC Artistic 
Director Amy Kirwin’s curatorial debut and features a 


range of styles and media from Scott Bluedorn, Daniel 
Cabrera, Darlene Charneco, Kara Hoblin, Ruby 
Jackson, Laurie Lambrecht, Jerome Lucani, Paton 
Miller and Jeff Muhs. 

Each artist prepared his or her area—dropping off 
easels, tools and supplies, personal items and finished 
works—leading up to the opening reception Saturday, 
February 9 from 5-7 p.m. From there, “They'll all try 
to spend as much time as they can here,” Kirwin says. 

Artists may work and play in their temporary 
studios whenever a SAC staff member is onsite, 
but they've also committed to weekly studio time 
slots. An online schedule allows visitors to see 
when particular artists are working, but if all goes

well, guests can expect plenty of unscheduled surprises. 

“If we're here, they can be here,” Kirwin says, 
pointing out that certain artists are between studios 
right now, so SAC will be their only workspace. “The 
idea of being able to go into an artist’s studio—it’s 
such a rare opportunity not afforded to most people,” 
she says. 

Even if an artist isn’t there, visitors can enjoy a 
firsthand look into the studios, each full of life and in 
a constant state of flux. “It’s a bit of the unexpected,” 
Kirwin says of the evolving exhibition. “It’s about 
pulling back the curtain and being immersed in 
that process.” 

Kirwin carefully selected her featured artists to 
represent a broad spectrum of age and approach. Most 
have participated in SAC’s annual East End Collected 
group exhibition, curated by Paton Miller, who is also 
showing in Takeover! “They all know each other,” she 
says. “They have a rapport that’s very humorous.” 

This easy interaction will be on full display during 
planned Takeover! hangouts, where artists gather 
after hours, every Thursday, February 14—March 
21 from 6-8 p.m., to paint, sip drinks, play Ping- 
Pong—whatever. 

“I love visiting my friends’ studios. I love seeing their 
tools,” Miller says. “It’s like visiting Frankenstein’s 
laboratory...you get a view into the artist’s process.” 
The painter is excited by Kirwin’s concept, and his 
space is ready. Miller delivered finished paintings and 
furnishings, including paint-spattered worktables and 
easels, a beat-up, pleather easy chair, and an antique 
tricycle used as a drawing prop for his students. “I’ve 
been teaching for 35 years,” Miller says, explaining 
how he intends to paint and teach in his SAC space. 
“It’s just a continuation of what I do normally.” 

Along with bringing in students and friends, 
some artists are embracing the communal aspect of 
Takeover! and working together on special projects. 
Scott Bluedorn and Daniel Cabrera, for example, are 
building a Peruvian reed boat using local phragmites 
to create something useful with the invasive species. 

A multimedia artist who regularly collaborates with 
others and curates shows, Bluedorn says Kirwin’s idea 
for Takeover! injects much-needed, outside-the-box 
thinking into the local arts scene. “It’s something I’m 
really surprised hasn’t happened before out here,” he 
says. “It’s the future of what these institutions should 
be aiming for. I think it’s right on.” 

SAC Executive Director Tom Dunn agrees. “I think 
it’s the perfect show for us,” he says. “It’s exactly 
what Southampton Arts Center should be doing.”

intuitive and straightforward. “The first step is the 
homework. When a client calls up, we have a very 
thorough screening process,” she says. “So they have 
to pass the process before they come in for their free 
consultation. Once they pass the screening process, 
they’re given homework to do—what their five best 
qualities are. The second part of their homework is 
to let us know the five must-haves of the guy or the 
girl. Every match I send out, they are compatible in 
three different ways and each match will have all five 
of their must-haves. That’s why the 
program works so well. No other 
matchmaker knows how I do this. I 
developed it myself. The second step 
is my assessment of them when I 
meet with them, for at least an hour. 
Again, I’m using my pharmaceutical 
rep knowledge, I’m watching their 
body language, and their nonverbal 
communication...they can basically 
talk about anything so I can get to 
know their personality. The third 
part of the compatibility-analysis is 
a personality test that I do on all 
of my clients. I do it the night I 
meet with them, so it’s fresh in my 
mind. And I don’t need them for that. 
Thousands of people have asked me 
which personality test I use; I’m not 
going to give that up!” 

As for those wondering if a 
matchmaking service is for them, 
Nelson notes that her clientele range 
from ages 21-87. But Nelson doesn’t

accept everyone who inquires about her service. “Every 
one is a nice, positive person. Every one is emotionally 
stable. They know what they want. Most people 
recognize the people that are on the internet dating 
sites don’t know what they want, and that’s why if 
things get too close, they head for the hills; that’s called 
ghosting. So all of my clients are coming in here, paying 
money and proving to me that they know what they 
want. Every one is financially stable or very financially 
stable,” Nelson says. MTN Matchmaking fees start 
at just under $1,000, so it’s an investment, but one 
that Nelson believes helps weed out people who aren’t 
going to be committed. Unlike most matchmakers, 
Nelson shows photos of her clients prior to matching. 
Nelson has also matched celebrities, and emphasizes 
that she believes in every client’s privacy and safety. 
And Nelson is now expanding her service to include 
same-sex couples in the coming months. 

Finding love can be hard, but Nelson is a true 
believer. “It’s a 15-hour day for me, but I love it and I 
choose to do it,” she says. “I’m very blessed.” fi

New Books fox East End Foodies to Savor 


t’s always sunny in the Hamptons. But, just in case 

a little rain—or snow—falls on your winter beach 
vacay, here are some recent foodie books that I highly 
recommend. They are all inspiring, informative and 
will have you running to the kitchen to try a few things. 
Then, as soon as the weather clears, you'll be sure to 
head to your garden or local farmers market. 

I'm still digesting Amagansett resident Gwyneth 
Paltrow's new cookbook The Clean Plate, which 
was released last month. My primary takeaway is 
that it’s probably a harbinger of the latest food-as- 
medicine trend. I was glad to find within it a succinct 
chart detailing what she regards as clean cooking, 
but I don’t know that I could eat that much chicken. 
I’m not crazy about smoothies, perhaps particularly a 
Strawberry Cauliflower Smoothie. But Paltrow’s Miso 
Soup was super easy to prepare and delish, so I might 
just try every recipe, smoothies and all. Paltrow asserts 
that in “writing this cookbook, the first rule was that 
everything had to taste really good.” 

If you live in the Hamptons, you know that, though 
we have a reputation as a WASP enclave, really, we’re 
quite a heterogeneous bunch of people with uniquely 
differing backgrounds and experiences. 

And if, like me, you travel in Hamptons circles that 
hold potluck dinners and read The New York Times, 
you've also discovered the joys of Christina Ward’s 
new book American Advertising Cookbooks. 

First reported about by East Hampton’s Florence 
Fabricant in the Times, this deeply researched work 
explores an aspect of American culture that seems to 
hold a universal fascination among Hamptonites— 
inappropriate consumption and bad food. Specifically,

a bevy of ingredients, 
including meat, and filling 
babies’ bottles with Coke. 

As disturbing as_ it 
is entertaining, this 
exploration of howcorporate 
America hijacked 20th 
century kitchens is lousy 
with hilariously outmoded 
images and slogans. It’s the 
talk at every gathering on 
the East End these days. 

I read The New Farm, 
Our Ten Years on the 
Front Lines of the 
Good Food Revolution 
by Brent Preston in two 
sittings. It’s not a short 
book. I did take breaks to 
make tea and to eat some 
raw Carrots. 

The minute I was done 
reading this book, I went out, 
turned my compost heap 
and then put a wheelbarrow 
load of compost on my 
garden. Compost is renewal 
and hope. 

Preston tells the tale, 
warts and all, of how he and 
his wife started an idealistic, little organic farm on a 
hill two hours northwest of Toronto. And how, after 
10 years, they transformed it into an organic farm that 
really worked. Through cold and muck, and encounters

This is a great book to 
read if you’ve ever wondered 
where the red and purple 
carrots at your favorite high- 
end restaurant came from, 
or if you’ve ever dreamed 
of starting your own farm. 
If it’s possible, I have even 
more respect for the work of 
organic farmers now. 

As Americans, we may

mistakes offers a wealth of 
gardening tips that apply 
here on the East Coast.

Ten Questions with Nest Seekers Agent Douglas Sabo 


ouglas Sabo, an agent with Nest Seekers in 

Southampton, won the Privet Hedge award for 
Rookie of the Year in 2017. He spends two to three 
nights each week in the city, where he works as a 
classically trained singer. A tenor, Sabo’s favorite 
operas are Elixir of Love by Donizetti and Tosca by 
Puccini. The original Zeffirelli production of Tosca was 
the first opera he ever saw, at the age of 16, and, he 
says, “It blew me away.” 

Where did you grow up? 

My parents grew up renting with their family or 
friends during the summers and they actually met each 
out here. They bought their house in Southampton 
while they were still living in my grandmother’s 
basement in Queens and working in the city. We 
split our week between Manhasset and Southampton 
because of their jobs, so we would come out every 
weekend, holiday and, of course, the summers. 

How did you wind up in the Hamptons? 

I made the decision to move back home to 
Southampton after I finished grad school in Boston. It 
was the perfect fit for what I was looking for. 

What did you do before you were an agent? 

I went to school for vocal performance in classical 
music and opera. I sing with different opera companies 
in New York City and the surrounding area. I was 
fortunate to live in Italy, Austria and Rio de Janeiro 
for my classical studies. I worked at the Ross School 
between my undergrad and graduate degree as a house 
parent and teacher and while I was in Boston I worked 
as a chorus teacher in a local high school. When I 
moved back home, I was fortunate to be asked to join 
Nest Seekers and it was a perfect fit. 

What do you like to do in your spare time? 


I'm normally in Manhattan 
rehearsing for an upcoming 
performance. I like to travel, as 
well as do something outside 
whether it be hiking, kayaking, 
surfing or skiing. 

If you weren’t an agent, what 
would be your dream job? 

I love that real estate allows me 
to both be an agent as well as work 
as an opera singer. Now if I weren’t 
doing either, I would love to work in 
international travel—experiencing 
new cultures and foods and helping 
others experience that.

What are some drawbacks to being an agent? 

The biggest drawback is overcoming the perception 
that some people have of real estate agents. Whether 
people think it’s easy and you are just a door opener, 
or that you're looking to take advantage. I work with 
my clients closely to show them that taking advantage 
of them is the last thing I would want to do, and that 
I have their best interest throughout the process, 
whether that’s renting, buying or selling. 

What's the best advice you ever received? 

Simply to show up. This works in all areas of your 
life. It’s easy to say you want to do something— 


getting in shape, learning a 
language, following a certain path 
in life—but so many people will 
fall back on excuses that stop 
them from getting there. You 
have to ignore all the excuses you 
can make for yourself and show 
up. That’s the only way you will 
be successful. 

What do you think of the 
Hamptons real estate market 
right now? 

I think the market is going 
through a correction on the high 
end of the market, which isn’t a bad 
thing. It does mean that you need 
to price your listing so you can beat 

out the competition and successfully 
move your property. In the lower end of the market 
there’s less competition, so properties are moving 
pretty quickly if priced well. 

Will 2019 be a good year in real estate? 

I think 2019 will be a great year for real estate in the 
Hamptons; any time there’s a correction in the market 
smart investors will find opportunities. There are deals 
to be had, and those looking closely will find them. I’ve 
also seen a lot of.inquires come in early for summer 
rentals, so I’m expecting the rental market to be more 
robust than it has been the past few seasons. fi
